It con-
talned the names of those who had been
granted wholesale, distillers’, brewers’ and
bottlers’ license. The list was a disappoint-
ment to those applicants who expected to
find their names upon it, and was also a
disappointment to many others who had
hoped that the Allegheny retail list wonld
be handed down at that time. The Court
made no reference to this latter list, but as
it adjourned to Saturday morning it will
not be handed down wuutil that time, if
then.

The held-over list comprises all the large
brewers and their agents Some of them
are undecided becanse of defective papers,
others beeause applications were made for
warehouses and storage depots located in
various places.

In the case of the Wainwright Brewing
ompany, their papers sre declared de-
